In 1970 the South Carolm *. State Library began a concentrated 
effort to establish a complete collection of South. Carolina State 
documents, and {he libran isji n\ the major depositor)' for such- 
materials. During the vear I 47 > publications were added *to the 
collection Lk hpigin g the total nujjt^er of documents to 16.469 The 
existing holding) lia\e proved to be invaluable to researcher* from i 
• this state and others The documents provide up-to-date statistical 
.nfnrniatioii a* well as serving as a good base for historical research 
on South Carolina, As the collection becomes better known, more 
and more State agencies are referring indiv iduals to the State 
Libraiy to use their publications, no longer mailable for distribu- 
tion, reducing pnnting costs and unnecessary distribution of State 
publications. Annualh the State Librarv compiles and publishes 
the Checklist of South Carolina State Publications which lists pub- 
lications of State governmental departments received ' bv State 
Library during the fiscal vear 

* TECHNICAL SERVICES \ 

The Technical Services Department coordinated the selection 
and ordered and processed all materials for the State Library* col- 
lection including large type books and audio-visual materials. The 
collection includes, in addition to books, Federal and State docu- 
ments, periodicals and newspapers in both paper and microform, 
and the ERIC and other services in microfiche. Additions during 
the vear are as follows.

Public. Institutional Military, and Naval libraries throughout the 
state Jointly sponsored b\ the. State Library and the South Caro- 
lina American*Re\olution Bicentennial Commission, the two-} ear 
summer reading" club carried out the themes of the American 
Re\olurjon Bicentennial 17^1976. Heritage. Festivals, and Hori- 
zons. It was designed to inculcate an appreciation of American 
ideals and America's past, helping \oung people to idenfifv with 
the history of their state and nation and giving them an oppor- 
timitv to learn more about their communih and its place m history 
Contributing to the success of the program, local history societies 
provided speakers and sponsored ,visits to local historical sites A 
.handsome red, white, and blue certificate was presented to each 
child who completed -the program* requirements.

FIELD SERVICES 

The field service program provides direct on-the-spot assistance 
to public bbraries throughout fhe state. Its special charge is the 
"extension $nd iimprovement of public library service. Now that 
statewide public library service has been established with library 
'service m every count}* of the state, the concentration is upon the " 
improvement of service and reaching groups in the community 
which are not* habitual library users. To improve the level of 
service and to 'help libraries reach new readers, the field staff 
holds frequent conferences with librarians, library trustees, and

STATE AID TO PUBLIC LIBRARIES 

State Aid for South Carolina s public libraries originated in 19?3. 
'The grants provided the incentive for the. establishment of lqqal 
librarj^service and the organization of unified County' library sys- 
tems! In 1967 the amount l^^tata Aid^{ incj|gfte^ and changed 
to a per capita basis distribution, ^quitemfentsrfor participation en- 
couraged public 'libraries to employ trained staff, build book col- 
lection? of high quality, and apply* effective .principles 'df manage- 
ment. State Aid also stimulated support by coufetty governments. 
Sijice 1968, St^t^id lias increased' from $461,031 (20* per capita) ■ 
to 906,680 ( 3|^A capita), while, local support has- grown from* 
$2,34:3 240 to, W^r;023 in "1975-76. All counties .-participate ir/ fee 
Staje AW program which has been instrumental in -the achievement 
of statewide public library service:" Accelerating library cogts and 
the publics- burgeoning demand for library service wiH require 
greater state support for libraries in the future if South Carolinians 
are- to continue to receive quality library service.

^Pubhc libraries of South Carplina have benefitted from the 
.Library Services ar*d Construction Act since 1956 and institutional 
-4ibrarjjfes sinc'^196?. Because of LSCA, libraries are reaching' out to 
help the cultrjfcilly and economically disadvantaged, the func- 
tionally illiterate, 'and isolated people who' need special service^. 
Because of LSCA, all types of libraries in' the state are joined" in 
*aja information network, sharing resources in* order to meet the 
*needs o'f all the peppje. LSCA has contributed to improved servipe 
for 'the blind and physically handicapped, tonhe construction of 
•central and branch lib'tar? buildings, and , to , educational oppor- 
tunities for librarians. LSCA has added almost one million books^ 
and more i than 1,800 e annual periodical subscriptions^ South 
Carohna library resources. * - * 

In addition to Library Services and Construction Act funcjs, some 
county 'and regional' libraries have obtained Federal Revenue 
Sharing funds from -Ipcal governments. These fun4s have" been ' 
us % ed for biiildins construction, puf^has^of bookmobiles, or up- * 
'JJgj'ng materials collections. M 

FILM PROGRAM 

9 

As a means of extending the informational resourg^s of the public 
libraries of the State, the State Library has established a film 
program to provide a centra^ collection of 16mm adult films for 
loan to public and institutional libraries -within the State/ In order 
to avoid expensive duplication of personnel and equipment, the 
State Library' contracts with the Instructional Services Center of 
the University of South Carolina tq maintain and distribute the 
films. To aid the library in -the State to make the J>est' use of the 
neyf film service, the Stsrte Library has employed a" film consultant 
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who works closely with public and institutional libraries in plan- 
ning for the use of the films and in training the staff to handle 
this new service-. By" the close of the second year of operation, 
forty libraries were using the films in organized film programs in 
community service. The libraries in the film program sponsored a 
total of 1,615. progcarns during this fiscal year, reaching a total 
audience of 46,473. , 

CONTINUING EDUCATION FOR LIBRARIANS 

Recently there has been increased emphasis on continuing edu- 
cation by all of the professions. The State Library has supported, 
such a prbgrahi since 1958, having long been aware of the neces- 
sity for a well trained and informed staff to provide efficient and 
effective library service. To implement the program, the State 
Library provides in-service trailing opportunities for personnel of 
public and .institutional librajies. Grants are awarded to pro- 
fessional and pre-professional librarians to attend workshops or* 
institutes as well as regularly scheduled courses in library science. 
During 1975-76. scholarships were awarded to twelve jore-pro- 
fessional librarians from nine county and region al lib rary systems 
to take basic courses in the areas of children's literature^ cataloging ; 
and classification^ and reference services. Five professional li- 
brarians also received grants* to attend seminars in planning for 
continuing education 'programs, technical services, management, 
and service for the blind and physically handicapped. * 

The State Library* also sponsored one st&tewide workshop for 
institutional librarians wKich was held in May and was attended 
by approximately thirty-five librarians and five administrators of 
institutions. 

LIBRARY SERVICE TO THE DISADVANTAGED 

There are now ^twenty-four county and regional library systems 
receiving grants-in-^Jjyjqpji the State Library to provide programs 
to serve the disadvantaged. Library programs, based onjocal needs 
and conditions, are now reaching an estimated 120,000 rural and 
urban South Carolinians with incomes below poverty levels in 
thirty-one counties. Through this program,* participia ting libraries 
have been able to employ necessary personnel, provide transporta- 
tion, develop collections of reading'and audio-visual materials, anpl 
purchase special equipment needed to implement these services. 
* Service to the disadvantaged is becoming an integral part of the 
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library program in these county and, regional libraries as is shown 
by the use of more lopal funds in their support* *

INSTITUTIONAL SERVICE 

The State Library assists State supported institutions in the estab- 
lishment and maintenance erf library service fofr inmate population. " 
Well-planned and administered library service, by institutional li- 
braries is important in the treatment and rehabilitation- of residents. 
^ Of the 17 institutions served in this program, 13 employ a quali^d 
librarian and have full service library pr&grams. Four institutions 
which are too small to nfointain a fall library program are served 
* either indirectly through contractual arrangements or directly with 
collecti6ns of appropriate materials. ■> 
The State Library provides .grants-in-aid to trie institutions for 
the purchase *of appropriate books, periodicals, and audio-visual 
materials. Grants are made on the basis of insfttutfanal population, 
support and special needs. 1 - - vf- * 

A consultant on institutional service' works (Jiosety \vith jail State 
, supported institutions. Technical assistance is provided on a con- 
sistent basis to the institutional librarian. In addition to 164 field 
visits to institutions, a workshop for institutional; librarians anththe 
administrators of institutions was organized and held in Columbia 
„ in the spring of JIJ76. " > • x 

LIBRARY SERVICES TO THE BLIND 
"AND PHYSICALLY HANDICAPPED 

The South Carolina State Library, Division for the Blind and 

/physically Handicapped provides library services to. people unable 
to read conventional^ pVjit^fcecause of physical disability; This 
service, which consists of books and magazines in recorded form 
(disc and tape), braille, and in large print, is administered by the 
South Carolina State Library. Mpst readers use a recorded form 
and for them the library supplies a' sound reproducer (either a 

piking book macj^ne or a cassette playback machine)! A contract 

' is^aintained with the^North Carolina State ~ Library* for braille 
service. All service, including postage, is* free'ta the readers. 

As of June 30, 1976, the library had 3,514 registered readers, an 
increase of 810. These readers read 77,^45 books and 9,457 maga- 
zines. A total of 7,777 books was^added to tie collectxop. 

A project to record South Carolina books was begun this year. 
Four books wtere recorded, with seven more in the recording

process* These- books are- on cassette tapes. High speed tape dupli- 
cating* t^uipment made this possible; 5 * as well -as allowing the 
Kbrary to make extra copies of popular books and to repair 
damaged books. * • ' 

* The service is chiefl) mail order service from Columbia, but steps 
ate being taken to make it more personal. A. quarterly newsletter 
is distributed and an In-WATS telephone . line provided to help 
make communication with registered readers easier. All new readers 
are now contacted by their county library to insure the safe arrival 

,of equipment and to ascertain if the reader understands how the 
program operate and the equipment works. In five- counties, Ander- 
son. v Charleston J^reenville, Richland, and Spartanburg, browsing 
collections of ^evprit>hun.dred Talking books are provided.
